Drifter indicted in 
Pendleton murder

TROY — A Texas man accused of a murder in 
Troy Feb. 9 had restrained and beaten a Troy 
‘woman in the days before the killing, law enforce- 
ment officials revealed last week. 

The suspect, Lloyd Hampton, 36, a ‘‘drifter,”"was 
indicted by a Madison County grand jury Thursday 
for three counts of murder, plus home invasion 
and armed violence, in connection with the death 
of Roy “Jasper” Pendleton, 69, formerly of Gran- 
ite City. 

Hampton was also charged with two counts of 
armed violence, aggravated battery and two 
counts of aggravated unlawful restraint in connec- 
tion with the incident involving the Troy woman.

GRANITE CITY — Local officials have asked 
the U.S. Environmental Protection Agency for 
more time to study the economic and health 
impact of the Taracorp lead contamination. 

Three mayors — Von Dee Cruse of Granite City, 
John Bellcoff of Madison and Tyrone Echols of 
‘Venice — met with state Rep. Sam Wolf on Fri- 
day to discuss preparation of a joint study and 
response to the EPA’s cleanup proposal for lead 
contaminated areas in the three cities. 

Cruse said the EPA has agreed ‘99.9 percent” 
to a two- to, three-week extension of the public 
comment iod in order to allow the communities 
to assess the local situation. 

An EPA spokesman said Friday she couldn’t 
conmfirm the extension, but that “‘extensions are 
not unheard of.” 

The cities, Cruse said, must be allowed time to 
look at the contamination problem and its local 
impact. He said the planned cleanup would be 
very disruptive to both residents and business. 

“We think (the cleanup) is really a very, very 
|serious problem,’’ Cruse said. ‘‘The.EPA has 
already created a serious problem by coming in 
and focusing media and public attention on the 
contamination.”

Simon, Gephardt still 
owe debts on primaries

WASHINGTON — More than 
a year after their failed presi- 
dential bids, House Majority 
Leader Richard A. Gephardt of 
St. Louis and Illinois n. Paul 
Simon of Makanda still owe 
campaign creditors almost 
$100,000. 

Both campaigned in primaries, 
seeking the 1988 Democratic 
presidential nomination. 

Gephardt’s $50,328 bills include 
almost $5,000 to AT&T, more 
than $7,500 to Avis Rent-A-Car in 
Detroit, over $2,000 to utilities in 
Iowa, and more than $5,000 to a 
small New Hampshire bus com- 


pany. 

Simon has yet to pay $49,585 to 
an assortment of Pe itical consul- 
tants, printers, hotels and car 
dealers around the country. 

Some of their creditors are 
getting angry. 

Simon’s debts include $4,000 to 
Purolator Courier, an $8,266 bill 
from U.S. Sprint, and more than 
$4,000 for cars rented from Ford 
dealerships in Massachusetts 
and Iowa. 

Robert Warpula, president of a 
bus company that hauled the 
Gephardt campaign around New 
Hampshire for 10 days, said the 
miajorl veneer, still owes him 
more n $9,000. Though the 
original bill was $5,600, Warpula 
also tallies two years of interest 

at 2.5 percent a month. 

“We are not a large outfit and 
this is a lot of money for us,” 
said Warpula, who often drives 
one of his firm’s four charter 
busses. ‘‘My view is, I get 
charged interest if I don’t pay 
VISA or the IRS. I don’t see why 
Mr. Gephardt is better than 
everyone else.” 

Warpula said his attorney 
laughed at him for trusting a 
politician in the first place and

Grandparents and others plan- 
ning to give children Savings 
Bonds it want to take into 
account a new that went 
into effect the first of the year. 

EE Savings Bonds are now 
free from income tax if spent on 
the child’s college education. 

Interest on bonds bought 
before 1990 was taxed even if the 
money was to be used for col- 
lege expenses. 

The bond must be purchased 
in the parent’s name, not the 
child’s name (which was gener- 
ally done in the past), and the 
owner must be at least 24 years 
old. What benefit will this be to 
the recipient of your gift?

About 57 percent of all U.S. 
households are wired with cable 
television. Missouri has about 
330 cable systems serving more 
than 1.8 million households, 
while Illinois has 431 systems 
serving more than 4.2. million 
households. 


The NCTA announcement 
came as Capitol Hill lawmakers, 
many of whom view cable televi- 
sion as an unregulated m anos: 
ly, were focusing on new legis! 
tion that would provide greater 
protection to cable users. 

U.S. Sen. Jack Danforth, 
R-Mo., has a bipartisan bill that 
would reverse some of the mar- 
ket freedoms the cable industry 
won under the cable deregula- 
tion bill of 1984. 

Among. other things, Dan- 
forth’s bill would ensure that 
local cable subscribers have 
access to local broadcasting 
stations. It would expand the 
power of cities to revoke or deny 
renewal of a cable franchise on 
account of poor service.

There are Satie restrictions to 
this income tax“exemption, how- 
ever.

If a 
couple's adjusted gross income 
is less than $60,000, they are 
entitled to the-full exclusion. For 
a single parent, the level is 
$40,000. Once couples earn more 
than $90,000 and single parents 
earn more than $55,000, there is 
no tax break. Between those 
amounts, there is some tax bene- 
fit. For example, for a_ couple 
earning $75,000 or the midpoint, 
one-half of the interest is tax- 
able. These income limits will 
start to rise in 1991 to reflect 
inflation. 
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
